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EE.UU. exigirá huellas digitales de extranjeros “sospechosos” 


Washington, D.C. (EFE).- 
El secretario de Justicia, John 
Ashcroft anunció el miércoles 
que a los extranjeros “sospecho- 
sos”, en particular los que pro- 
vienen de países donde según 
EE.UU. opera el terrorismo, se 
les tomarán fotografías y huellas 
digitales, como medida de 
precaución. 

“El Registro de Seguridad 
Nacional de Ingresos y Salidas 
ayudará a impedir que los terro- 
ristas entren al país, o permanez- 
can aquí”, dijo Ashcroft, quien 
calculó que en el primer año de 
su uso el registro afectará a unas 
100,000 personas. 

“Ningún país estará total- 
mente exento”, agregó Ashcroft. 

La decisión aplica una cláu- 
sula legal que ha estado en des- 
uso durante décadas, y de inme- 
diato fue objeto de quejas de gru- 
pos que defienden los derechos 
ciudadanos y de portavoces de 
organizaciones árabes y musul- 
manas. 

Ashcroft indicó quo: “de lo

“Musharraf ha dejado claro 
que está buscando la paz y que no 
será él quien inicie la al 


declaró Armitage a la prensa al 
término de su reunión de casi dos 
horas con el presidente paquis- 
taní. 

Armitage, que viajará hoy 
viernes, a Nueva Delhi, mani- 
festó su esperanza de obtener “el 
mismo tipo de garantías” del 
Gobierno indio que encabeza el 
primer ministro Atal Bihari Vaj- 
payee. 

El enviado de EE.UU. se en- 


trevistó también con el ministro | 
de Asuntos Exteriores paquistaní, | 
Abdul Sattar. 

El viaje de Armitage tiene 
lugar un día después de concluir | 
la conferencia para la Seguridad | 
de Asia, celebrada en Alma Ata, 
la capital comercial de Kuzajis- 
tán, sin que Musharraf y Vajpa- 
yee, que participaron en la cum- 
bre, se entrevistaran para intentar 
resolver la tensión militar que les 
tiene al borde de una guerra. 

Al término de la conferencia, 
en la que participaron jefes de 
Estado y de Gobierno de 16 Esta- 
dos de la zona, el primer ministro 
indio propuso a Pakistán patrullar 
conjuntamente la Línea de Con- 
trol que divide Cachemira para 
frenar las incursiones de los gue- 
rrilleros islámicos. 

Pero Pakistán, que prefiere 
una “vigilancia neutral” por parte 
de observadores internacionales, 
aseguró que las patrullas conjun- 
tas no resolverían el problema y 
que la India debería presentar 
dicha iniciativa tras la reanu- 
dación de las conversaciones de 
paz.

El Ejército israelí vuelve 
a entrar en Ramala 


Ramala,Cisjordania 
(EFE).- El Ejército israelí volvió 
a entrar en Ramala ayer en la 
tarde, horas después de que sus 
tropas ocuparan y bombardea- 
ran la pasada madrugada el com- 
plejo de la “Mukata” donde se 
hallaba Yaser Arafat, en repre- 
salia por el atentado suicida en 
Israel. 

Las tropas de Israel pene- 
traron en una zona industrial, 
situada al norte de la ciudad cis- 
jordana, y rodearon un edificio 
en el que viven dos supuestos 
militantes de las Brigadas de los 
Mártires de Al-Aksa, a los que 
instan mediante altavoces para 
que se rindan. 

En esta nueva operación. 
cinco palestinos de Ramala han 
sido detenidos, dijeron fuentes 
palestinas. 

Yaser Arafat salió en la ma- 
ñana haciendo la señal de la 
victoria de sus oficinas en Ra- 
mala, donde varios edificios 
fueron seriamente dañados en la 
incursión de la madrugada. Los 
escombros bloqueaban la entrada 
a su oficina principal, flanqueada 
por coches que fueron volcados 


por las excavadoras israelíes. 

En la primera incursión, los 
tanques israelíes bombardearon 
durante seis horas el complejo 
gubernamental de la Autoridad 
Nacional Palestina (ANP) en 
Ramala, mientras Arafat se en- 
contraba en el interior 

Seis edificios fueron dana- 
dos durante el ataque, entre ellos 
el inmueble que albergaba una 
prisión y las oficinas de la ad- 
ministración palestina, que se 
encontraba vacío en el momento 
de las explosiones. 

Además, un miembro de la 
guardia presidencial de Yaser 
Arafat, murió por disparos de 
soldados israelíes, así como otro 
palestino que no fue identificado 
y una decena de residentes de la 
ciudad resultaron heridos, según 
fuentes locales. 

La ofensiva en la “capital 
administrativa” de Cisjordania 
era la respuesta al atentado sui- 
cida perpetrado este miércoles, 
por un integrista palestino en el 
norte de Israel y que causó la 
muerte a 17 israelies, entre ellos 
13 soldados.

The international tournament 
for the world's most popular sport 
starts on May 31. Soccer's World 
Cup has always reflected and af- 
fected the world stage, sparking 
discussions of national character, 
fostering diplomacy between en- 
emy nations and even starting 
wars. 

As Americans find them- 
selves re-engaged in international 
affairs, metaphors can help us 
understand the chaos of the world 
stage. 

Take soccer. 

The World Cup is more than 
a sports tournament — it is an in- 
ternational event in its own right. 
The final game of the last World 
Cup, won by host nation France, 
drew about 2 billion viewers. This 
year's Cup will be held in Korea 
and Japan, the first time that two 
countries have co-hosted the tour- 
nament. 

Imagine one in three people 
on Earth focused on the same 
event, their blood pressure rising 
and falling with the ebb and flow 
of a game played on a pitch about 
100 meters long by 70 meters 
wide. The world's most popular 
sport 1s connected to the deepest 
levels of individual, neighbor- 
hood and national identity around 
the globe. 

Soccer has been the spark that 
ignited conflicts or reinvigorated 
diplomacy. In 1969, tensions 
flared between Honduras and El 
Salvador after Honduran land- 
owners deported a few thousand 
Salvadorans. In the aftermath of 
a Salvadoran victory over Hon- 
duras in a soccer match, Salva- 
doran fans celebrated by burning 
Honduran flags and beating up 
Honduran fans. When the Hondu- 
ran government did not receive 
the official apology it requested. 
war broke out. About 5,000 
people died in the "Football War." 

When Iran and the United 
States were, by chance, placed in 
the same group at the 1998 World 
Cup, the world watched closely. 
In the weeks preceding the match, 
the pace of the diplomatic thaw 
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between the two countries inten- 
sified. Prior to kickoff, each Ira- 
nian player gave his counterpart 
on the American team a white 
flower and the teams joined for 
an uncustomary group photo. 
Presidents Clinton and Khatami 
used the goodwill generated by 
the game as a catalyst to resume 
relations between the countries. 

Multiple story lines will 
emerge during the month-long, 
32-team event, but one that has 
already established itself is the 
first round match between En- 
gland and Argentina. 

England, which invented the 
game, has won the World Cup 
once, in 1966. While they have 
struggled in recent years. this 
year's team is considered a dark 
horse to win the tournament. 

Argentina is a two-time Cup 
winner, and enters the tournament 
as co-favorite with defending 
champion France. Argentina's 
players are among the most tal- 
ented in the world, and the team 
plays with flowing, offense- 
minded flair. Argentines, mired in 
an economic and political melt- 
down, are looking to the Cup as a 
way to reassert a positive national 
identity. 

The matches between Argen- 
tina and England over the last four 
decades have resulted in tales 
equal to boxing in their corrup- 
tion, brutality and athletic glory. 

The first blow was landed in 
the 1966 World Cup quarterfinal, 
when Argentine Antonio Rattin 
was ejected from a game against 
England on the hallowed ground 
of Wembley Stadium in London 
When shown the red card. Rattin 
stubbornly refused to leave the 
pitch. After order was restored. 
England used its advantage to win 
the match and advance toward the 
title. 

In the 1986 World Cup semi- 
final — against the backdrop of 
enmity cemented by the Falklands 
War — Argentina gained dramatic 
revenge, defeating England 2-1 
on a goal by Diego Maradona. 
The English side protested that 


the goal was scored off Mara-

More than a game — Soccer The curse of Cortez 
reflects, shapes world events 


Note: This is a first-person 
column by Roberto Rodriguez. 

A native woman recently said 
that Chicano prison gang mem- 
bers are the true descendants of 
Aztec warriors. When she said 
that, I paused. Her statement con- 
jured up images of gang wars, ex- 
ecutions and overfilled prisons. 
Most of all, it brought back 
memories of 12 funerals I at- 
tended within an 18-month span 
some 20 years ago. 

Perhaps she meant "colo- 
nized” descendants. Yet deep 
down, I suspect she's right. At 
least partly right. Nonetheless, I 
told her, true warriors don't kill 
their own and don't need to kill 
anyone at all. And yet they do. 

Virtually always they kill 
their own. (On the streets, people 
of all colors usually kill "their 
own.”) 

Why? I don't know. Since the 
1970s, of the many thousands of 
barrio gang casualties, not all 
those slain or maimed have been 
combatants. And when I say 
"they," it's actually "we." So then, 
why do "we" kill our own? 

Drugs, the easy availability of 
guns, oppression? But not all of 
the violence is drug-related. And 
guns? Maybe so, but then why 
aren't the killings random? In- 
stead, we always seem to kill our 
own. Oppression? Then why don't 
we instead lash out at symbols of 
power and authority? 

Some say it's simply about 
machismo and foolish pride. 
Maybe so, but again, then why al- 
Ways against our own? I've actu- 
ally asked this of other people 
while at funerals. For some, it's 
survival — kill or be killed. For 
others, it's like the Israeli/Pales- 
tinian conflict: No one actually 
kills; there are only retaliations 
that go back untold generations 

Perhaps it's dehumanization, 
a form of oppression, the result 
of living devalued lives. (This ex- 
treme dehumanization becomes 
magnified in prison.) Maybe so. 
Maybe it's simply the curse of 
Cortez: to hate Indians. 

To kill Indians 
north and south. 


—from the 


That's what the infamous Eu- 
ropean conquistador and his co- 
horts did. 

They mercilessly killed Indi- 
ans. Their exploits were sane- 
tioned and handsomely rewarded

by a society that saw nothing 
wrong (despite laws and procla- 
mations) in exterminating peoples 
who looked, thought and prayed 
differently. Those who remained 
were colonized and awarded the 
names of the conquerors. That's 
when we lost our mother's names, 
another native woman once told 
me. 

We're often reminded that we 
shouldn't judge people like Cor- 
tez, Columbus or Pizarro by 
today's standards. Yet by their 
own standards, they've been com- 
manded not to kill since Moses 
and the Ten Commandments. On 
the world stage, that logic has 
permitted and justified mass kill- 
ings without guilt. Those who kill 
"evil" enemies are civilized. 
Those who are killed are but sav- 
ages. Truly, those echoes are still 
heard today — from military con- 
flicts to street wars. 

Recently, at an event regard- 
ing the forthcoming canonization 
of the Aztec Indian Juan Diego, 
an amazing story was told by his 
lead advocate, Eduardo Chavez, 
a Mexican priest. (Juan Diego is 
the person who purportedly had 
visions of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
on Tepeyac Hill in Mexico City- 
Tenochtitlan in 1531). Chavez 
said that someone recently told 
him that his people (Aztecs) were 
not worthy of having a saint be- 
cause they sacrificed humans. 

"Your people (Western soci- 
ety) sacrificed God.” Chavez re- 
torted 

I was a little shocked by the 
priests response. But what was 
not shocking was the assertion 
that we've all become accustomed 
to: that it was OK to have exter- 
minated the Indians because they 
Were but savages... 

Anyone not like us or not 
praying like us deserves to be 
killed... 

So perhaps those who kill in 
America’s barrios are afflicted 
with this curse of Cortez — des- 
tined to kill Indians forever. Per-

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¿Agua de México a EE.UU.?"

Ahora sucede que México 
debe también agua a los EE.UU. 
No dejó de sorprenderme tal no- 
ticia y de inmediato traté de do- 
cumentarme al respecto, pero ni 
en periódicos de aquí, ni de allá, 
ni a través de la Internet, pude 
conocer la naturaleza de un tra- 
tado que se supone está vigente 
desde 1953, Tratado Internacional 
de Aguas, que es el sustento legal 
de este cobro de agua. 

Cuando era niño, al ver los 
mapas de las diferentes regiones 
de la tierra en mis clases de Geo- 
grafía, pensaba que el agua de los 
mares “entraba” a tierra firme ha- 
ciendo lo que conocemos como 
ríos. Pero no es así, al contrario, 
el agua por su ciclo de evapori- 
zación (en nubes) y condensa- 
ción (en lluvia) y por su “caída” 
del cielo a la tierra es que forma 
arroyos y ríos que desembocan, 
por lo general, en lagos y mares. 

Bueno, siendo así, supongo 
que este acuerdo, debe limitar la 
cantidad de agua a retener en pre- 
sas, porque no creo que limite el 
riego de productos agrícolas (esto 
sería como favorecer al hambre). 
En todo caso, mejorar la efi- 
ciencia en su uso, con el fin de 
mantener al Río Bravo (ahora el 
dilema), con un cause mínimo, 
cuyo interés norteamericano, no 
creo que sea exclusivo en la agri- 
cultura, sino como barrera física 
entre países, siendo que es límite 
fronterizo natural entre ambos. 

Ya Jorge Ramos, el experi- 
mentado periodista de Univisión, 
en una Ocasión pasó caminando 
de Tamaulipas a Texas, mientras 
hacía un reportaje sobre inmigra- 
ción cerca de los bajos niveles de 
agua en el Río Bravo, cuyo cause 
no llegó al mar (el Golfo de Mé- 
XI1CO) ese dia. 

Entonces. según el tratado en 
cuestión. por períodos quinque- 
nales (cada cinco años). ambos 
países deben cooperar con un cau- 
se mínimo, para que este rio se 
mantenga. y según EE.UU.. Me- 
xico está reteniendo agua de más. 
ocasionando que el nivel del río 
no sea suficiente para que los 
campesinos norteamericanos pue- 
dan regar sus cultivos, y aunque 
no se señalan. supongo que para 
que también se mantenga esta 
barrera natural corriendo. 

He tenido la fortuna de estar 
en los diez estados fronterizos 
(California. Arizona. Nuevo Me- 


xico y Texas de EE.UU., y Baja 
California, Sonora, Chihuahua, 
Coahuila, Nuevo León y Tamau 
lipas de Mexico). Tan pronto se 
pasa de un lado a otro, la vegeta- 
ción y las condiciones ambien- 
tales cambian. 

En la película “Traffic”, co- 
mentó mi sobrina: “Ya, como 
pintan a México (refiriéndose a 
Tijuana), todo seco”. Compa 
rando las escenas en esa película, 
cuando se filmaba el lado me- 
xicano, se utilizaba seguramente 
un lente que daba un tono sepia, 
para hacernos ver secos, áridos, 
incluso sucios, a diferencia de las 
grabaciones del lado americano. 
donde todo era verdor y limpieza. 
Sin querer reconocerlo, le dije a 
mi sobrina que así es. que tan 
pronto se pasa de un lado a otro, 
las condiciones climáticas cam- 
bian. Y esto es real, por desgracia 
México, a diferencia de este país, 
no ha tenido un buen proyecto 
para producir de manera natural 
el agua. ¿Cómo se hace esto?

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“No quiero Taco Bell” — Florida farmworkers take on a giant

Take note, saucy little Taco 
Bell Chihuahua. Farmworkers in 
Florida who pick tomatoes that 
wind up on the fast-food giants 
menu are fed up with backbreak- 
ing work at slave-labor wages. 
They're uniting with students in 
anew Southern labor movement 
that just might rival the ant- 
sweatshop protests that rocked 
sportswear manufacturers in the 
1990s. 

Immokalee. Fla. — Yo 
Quiero Taco Bell? If a small union 
of Florida farm workers has its 
way, the nasal voice of the famous 
Chihuahua will be saving “No 
quiero Taco Bell” on college cam- 
puses nationwide. 

For almost a decade. the cam- 
pus anti-sweatshop movement 
has exposed the poor working 
conditions abroad that produce 
the big-label sponswear favored 
by American youth. Now tomato 
pickers in the Everglades are urg- 
ing young people to look closer 
to home. 

Students are “some of the 
largest consumers of fast food 
tacos and chalupas.” says Lucas 
Benitez COMMA a leader of the 
Coalition of Immokalee Workers 


(CIW). Conditions for some . 


farmworkers here "are really no 
different from the conditions of 
Nike factory workers in Asia. The 
only difference is that we are 


here.” 

The offending taco ingredi- 
ents are the tomatoes. Florida 
workers get 40-45 cents for fill- 
ing a 32-pound bucket. working 
for a network of growers whose 
main customer is the fast-food 
giant. To make $50 in one day. a 
worker must pick two tons of to- 
matoes — 120 buckets. or one ev- 
ery four minutes. 

Pickers would like to see 
Taco Bell pay growers an addi- 
tional penny a pound. If that were 
passed on to workers. 1t would 
double their wages. Even if Taco 
Bell passes labor costs onto the 
finished product. at the cash reg- 
ister, consumers Would see little 
difference. 

Taco Bell. a subsidiary of 
Tricon Corp.. has $5.2 billion in 
sales annually. a quarter of its par- 
ent corporation's gross receipts. 
"Their tremendous revenues are 
based on cheap ingredients, in- 
cluding cheap tomatoes picked at 
sub-poverty wages.” says Be- 
nitez. "We are tired of subsidiz- 
ing Taco Bell's profits with our 
poverty.” 

"When you look at the differ- 
ence in power between us and 
them, you may think we're crazy." 
says Romeo Ramirez, a CIW ac- 
tivist. "But we have the power of 
the truth.” 

Many of the students in 
Florida have been inspired by the 
farmworkers’ struggle. Campus 


activists are ready “to dedicate 
resources and creativity toward 
helping Taco Bell realize its re- 
sponsibility for improving the 
wages of our state's tomato pick- 
ers.” says Brian Pavne. of 
Florida's student-farmworker al- 
lance. 

Immokalee. in the middle ot 
the Everglades. feels more like a 
labor reserve than a southwest 
Florida town. It’s an unincorpo- 
rated area Where the farmworker 
population nearly doubles to 
30.000 during the harvest season 

“Every day here. thousands ot 
people wake up at 4 a.m. to beg 
for a day's work in the central 
parking lot in town.” Benitez says 
"And every Friday. they get 
checks from three or four ditter- 
ent companies. No company has 
a fixed work force. There are only 
the changing faces of Immokalee 
workers picking and planting ev - 
ery day.” 

Three decades ago. when 
Edward R. Murrow produced 
"Harvest of Shame.” the cel- 
ebrated expose of semi-slave con- 
ditions among Flonda farm work- 
ers, the state’s tomato pickers 
were African-Americans and 
Black immigrants from the Car- 
ibbean. While Haitians still make 
up a significant percentage of that 
work force today, most Immo- 
kalee residents today are Mexican 
and Guatemalan. 

But the plight of the nation’s 


farmworkers has changed little 
since Murrow’s television docu 
mentary. According toa U.S. De 
partment of Labor report to Con 
egress last year. farmworkers es 
ervw here in the United States are 
at the bottom of the economis 
heap.

Work on the segment of: Broad- — 


way west of El Camino Real will 
be implemented in August due to 
street resurfacing that must take 
place prior to the lane reconfi- 
guration. 

The number of lanes on that 
portion of Broadway will be re- 
duced from the current four, to 
two. This will improve safety by 
reducing the number of lanes to 
be crossed by pedestrians (and the 
amount of time needed). It will 
also slow ‘raffic in that vicinity. 
and allow. room for curb "bulb 
outs" to be painted at al hf the ex- 
isting crosswalks to help empha- 
size pedestrian crossing areas.

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Don’t believe your eyes when it comes to size in the sky i 


By Eric Elkins 

When you look up at the sky, 
you may be fooled by what you 
see. Planets in the night sky look 
pretty similar to each other: And 
yet, in our solar system, the plan- 
ets and their moons come in dif- 
ferent textures, colors, and sizes. 
Spacecraft have shown us what 
they look like up close. The vari- 
ety 1s amazing. 

Sometimes the Moon and 
Sun are in the sky at the same 
time. Never look directly at the 
Sun, even with dark sunglasses. 
To scientists looking through spe- 
cial filters, though, the Sun looks 
about the eame size as the moon 
But the sun's diameter is more 
than 400 times greater than that 
of our moon! Why do they appear 
to be the same? It's because the 
sun is almost 150,000,000. kilo 
meters (93,000,000 miles) away 
from the Earth, and the moon is 
only 384,467 kilometers (238,000 
miles) away. 

Try this experiment to see 
how distance makes things seem 


The planets of our solar system are very different in size and appearance. 


smaller. Hold up your thumb in 
front of your face. Now find a 
building or tree in the distance. 
Close one eye and move your 
thumb closer or further until it 
covers the object you're looking 
at. You know your thumb 1s 
smaller than the other object, but 
it seems bigger because it’s closer 
to you. The moon is so much 
closer to us than the sun, it looks 
like it’s the same size (or even 
bigger, sometimes).

coles al Congreso que promueva 
cambios en los procedimientos de 
detención y representación legal 
para niños que ingresan a EE.UU.

Hirshon dijo que cada año 
5,000 niños inmigrantes que lle- 
gan solos a EE.UU. reciben trato 
similar al de criminales y en mu- 
chos casos son encarcelados, es- 
posados y encadenados. 

En una carta enviada al Con- 
greso de EE.UU., Hirshon reiteró 
que es inconcebible pedirle a un 
niño inmigrante defenderse ante 
un tribunal, sin conocer el idioma 
ni el sistema legal de EE.UU. 

"Tenemos que cambiar la 
forma en que tratamos a los niños 
que llegan solos a este país. Mu- 
chos llegan sin hablar inglés y no 
conocen sus derechos”, dijo el 
abogado, presidente de la aso- 
ciación legal más importante de 
EE.UU. que tiene más de 400,000 
miembros. 

Según Hirshon, muchos de 
estos niños son colocados en 
centros de detención juveniles 
con criminales violentos, y no tie- 
nen ayuda para enfrentar el com- 
plicado sistema de inmigración 
del país. 

El abogado insistió en que 


una de las mejores formas de de- 
fender los derechos de estos niños 
inmigrantes es garantizarles una 
representación legal gratuita. 

"Estos niños deben ser tra- 
tados como niños primero, una 
representación legal es clave para 
que reciban un trato justo y hu- 
mano", indicó Hirshon, quien par- 
ticipa en la Conferencia Anual de 
Jueces de Inmigración, que se 
realiza también el jueves y viernes 
en Puerto Rico.

EE.UU. 

El abogado expresó su apoyo 
a una propuesta de ley (S.2444) 
que crearía una sección especial 
dentro del Servicio de Inmigra- 
ción y Naturalización (INS) para 
los menores de edad. Asimismo, 
permitiría que organismos comu- 
nitarios ayuden a Jos niños en su 
proceso migratorio. 

Un proyecto de ley similar 
(S.121), fue presentado reciente- 
mente por la senadora demócrata 
por California, Diane Feinstein, 
que le garantizaría la representa- 
ción legal a estos niños inmi- 
grantes y le prohibiría al INS en- 
viarlos a prisiones juveniles.

La senadora indicó que 
presentó este proyecto de ley, 
conmovida por el caso de una 
adolescente de 15 años que, luego 
de pasar siete meses en una cárcel 
juvenil y sin hablar inglés, en- 
frentaba un juicio de deportación 
en Portland, Oregon. 

"Allí delante del juez de 
inmigración, ella no entendía el 
proceso en su contra. Las lágrimas 
le rodaban por el rostro pero no 
se las podía secar, porque sus 
manos estaban esposadas y 
encadenadas a su cintura", relató 
Feinstein. 

La senadora agregó, que nin- 
gún niño debe tener que enfrentar 
este tipo de burocracia y maltrato 
por parte del sistema de inmi- 
gración. 

Ambos proyectos de ley, que 
todavía no se han debatido en el 
Senado, han recibido el apoyo de 
organizaciones religiosas y de 
defensa de la infancia.

Al menos 700,000 personas fueron 
usadas como mercancía ultimo año 


Washington, (EFE).- Al me- 
nos 700,000 mujeres y niños fue- 
ron comprados, vendidos, trans- 
portados y retenidos contra su vo- 
luntad en condiciones de esclavi- 
tud en todo el mundo en el último 
ano, según un informe difundido 
el miércoles por el Departamento 
de Estado de EE.UU. 

El documento, presentado 
ante la prensa por el secretario de 
Estado, Colin Powell, y titulado 
"Informe sobre el Tráfico de Per- 
sonas”, ofrece una lista negra de 
19 países que no combaten con 
eficacia lo que define como "una 
forma moderna de esclavitud”. 

La mayor parte de paises 
denunciados, a los que se acusa 
de no hacer lo suficiente para 
evitar el problema o de ignorarlo, 
están en Asia, aunque entre los 
señalados figuran también cuatro 
europeos como Bielorrusia, 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, Grecia y 
Rusia. 

Entre los latinoamericanos, 
EEUU advierte de que Brasil, 
Costa Rica, la República Domini- 
cana, El Salvador, Guatemala, 
Honduras y México han dados 
algunos pasos para solucionar el 
problema, pero todavía no han 
hecho lo suficiente. 

Powell subrayo que "la

México, D.F. (EFE).- La 
masacre de 26 indígenas ocurrida

Mexican state wracked by violent land disputes 


Mexican official says U.S, needs his country's workers 


+ Geneva (EFE).- A Mexican 
official said on Wednesday that 
his compatriots will continue go- 
ing north illegally because the 
U.S. needs Mexican workers, but 
he acknowledged that Mexico 
also receives immigrants and “we 
cannot ask of the United States 
what we ourselves are not able to 
offer the Central American coun- 
tries.” 

The United States “needs 
Mexican labor and will continue 
to need it,” said Javier Moctezu- 
ma Barragan, Mexico’s assistant 
secretary for migration. 

He commented after an- 
nouncing his country’s entry into 
the United Nations’ International 
Migration Organization (IMO) 
headquartered in Geneva. 

“Migration goes hand in hand 
with the history of humanity,” 
said Barragan, who said his coun- 
try seeks to better regulate the 
phenomenon to prevent immi- 
grant smuggling. 

Barragan stressed the need 
for a bilateral agreement with the 
United States to resolve the issue 
of an estimated 3.5 million un- 
documented Mexican immigrants 
living there. 

Those emigrants send some 


$9 billion a year back to relatives 
in Mexico, making such remittan- 
ces one of the nation’s top sources 
of hard currency. 

Barragan noted that his coun- 
try over the decades accepted 
many thousands of immigrants, 
recalling the influx of Spanish 
Republicans after the Spanish 
Civil War, Chileans who came to 
avoid persecution during the 
Pinochet dictatorship and thou- 
sands of Guatemalan refugees 
fleeing strife in their homeland. 

“Mexico is a country that pro- 
duces emigrants, receives immi- 
grants and is traversed by mi- 
grants going from one country to 
another,” he said. “We have all the 
characteristics. Mexico is con- 
cerned about avoiding the viola- 
tion of migrants’ human rights.” 

“We cannot ask of the United 
States what we ourselves are not 
able to offer the Central Ameri- 
can countries,” he said, referring 
to the tens of thousands of Gua- 
temalans, Salvadorans, Hondu- 
rans and others who enter 
Mexico, most of them bound for 
the United States. 

Mexico advocates “the safe 
and orderly repatriation” of undo- 
cumented immigrants, he said. 


In an article on immigration 
into Mexico published earlier this 
year, The New York Times cited 
Mexican government officials as 
saying many Central Americans 
are assaulted and raped by ban- 
dits, robbed by corrupt police of- 
ficers and immigration officials or 
abandoned by high-priced immi- 
grant smugglers. 

The article quoted Jose Do- 
mingo Guillen, an official who 
coordinates a government coun- 
cil monitoring migration enforce- 
ment efforts. 

“The migrants who come 
here are treated like cattle,” he 
said. “Everyone feeds off them.” 

Barragan on Wednesday cited 
the recent case of 530 Ecuador- 
ians who were found aboard two 
ships off the Mexican coast and 
re-patriated by plane. 

Nonetheless, immigration 
“should never be considered a 
crime,” since it implies “the quest 
for a better life,” he said. 

Regarding Mexico's entry 
into the IOM, the official said the 
experience of other nations 
should help his country improve 
its capacity to resolve migratory 
problems.

Mexico City, D.F. (EFE).- 
The massacre of 26 campesinos 
in rural southern Mexico under- 
scores the daily drama of resi- 
dents of an impoverished region 
beset by local power struggles, 
land disputes and official neglect. 

Last week's killings at Agua 
Fria, in the state of Oaxaca, have 
revived accusations that disputes 
between Indians and peasants 
over lands and political control 
are not only allowed, but in many 
cases, encouraged by authorities. 

Gabriel Szekely, a political 
analyst at the Colegio de Mexico, 
said the bloodshed would con- 
tinue as long as ancient land dis- 
putes are left unresolved. 

The lack of clarity over pro- 
perty rights and land titles, he 
said, tempts some to invoke the 
law of the jungle, which leads 
only to violence and impunity. 

Politicians have traditionally 
responded to events like the 
bloodbath in Oaxaca with bland 
statements such as that of Pre- 
sident Vicente Fox, who blamed 
the massacre on “recurring feuds 
that have weighed down some of 
our communities.” 

Analysts describe this anal y- 
sis as simplistic, while human 


rights organizations say the com 
ments demonstrate the federal 
government's typical lack of in 
terest in local conflicts 

The rights activists noted, 
however, that the central govern 
ment's action in granting logging 
permits in Oaxaca contributed to 
the worsening tensions which 
erupted in the massacre. 

Authorities have arrested 17 
peopie, including two minors and 
a 68-year-old woman, in con 
nection with the mass killings. 
which took place as people re 
turning home from their jobs at a 
saw mill were ambushed by 
armed assailants wearing hoods 

Prosecutors said the people in 
custody admitted to taking part in 
the massacre, while their families 
maintain the suspects are innocen! 
and confessed only in response to 
threats and beatings. 

Oaxaca lawmakers published 
a manifesto in national newspa 
pers Wednesday blaming the in 
cident on “the racism and dis 
crimination to which Indians and 
peasants have been subjected by 
government institutions and some 
social sectors.” 

State Gov. Jose Murat denied 
any responsibility for the event, 
saying that “poverty, abandon

It wasn't much, 25 rooms, 
but it afforded privacy, a hide- 
away. Weissmuller, who fell in 
love with Acapulco, constructed 
a pink round-house apartment 
next to the pool (Acapulco’s first) 
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which offered a spectacular view 
of the ocean and of Roqueta Is- 
land where part of his movie was 
filmed. 


The Hotel Los Flamingos, 
considerably expanded now. with 
anew dining room, is on Gran Via 
Tropical, in the Caleta area. Pho- 
tos of the stars who stayed there 
are everywhere. Rooms Start at 
$50 a night. Johnny Weissmul- 
ler’s round house can be rented 
but by special request only. 


All didn’t go well for Weiss- 
muler after Tarzan and the Mer- 
maids. He wanted more money 
but producer Sol Lesser wouldn't 
part with it. They split up. Enter 
Lex Barker, wearing Tarzan's 
shorts. 


Weissmuller went on to make 
several Jungle Jim movies for 
Columbia. His film career ended 
in 1956 following a brief stint in 
television. A number of entrepre- 
neurial projects didn’t pan out; his 
money evaporated. He had mar- 
ried five times. His third wife, 
Lupe Velez, the Mexican Spitfire, 
the most tempestuous of his 
unions, divorced him in 1938. She 
committed suicide six years later 
at 34.

In 1973, in the final ravages 
of fame that also befell actor 
George Raft and boxing great Joe 
Lewis, Weissmuller worked as a 
greeter at Caesar's Palace in Las 
Vegas. 

A broken hip led to a series 
of illnesses and he went back to 
Acapulco to retire at his round- 
house in the Hotel Los Flamingos. 
He died in his sleep on January 
20,1984, five months before his 
80th birthday. 


He was laid to rest at the 
Panteon de la Luz (Valley of the 
Light) cemetery outside of Aca- 
pulco. Former actor John Gavin,

the time, and Linda Christian 
were the only Hollywood no- 
tables in attendance.

Forum that generates juicy rev- 
enues, there are always debts to 
various creditors, the San Jose 
Police among them. 
“The board 
knows everything. They said that

they would give us an answer re-

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board members protect Abel, 
among them his girlfriend 
Clementina Castro,” says Lidia 
Madueno. 

Madueno began to describe

“Liquor is sold for fifty cents 
per beer, everyone drinks in the 
meetings and with depression and 
everything, I was drinking since 
morning. We have asked them to 
take out the bar but they don’t pay 
attention,” expressed the worried 
Ms. Madueno. 

And such Lidia affirms that 
her alcoholism problem began be- 
cause of having easy access to al- 
coholic beverages and the depres- 
sion over the situation that she 
lives with inside the GI Forum. 
But things got worse, one day in 
her home, a very inebriated Lidia, 
attempted suicide by cutting her 
wrists. Luckily she was taken to 
Valley Medical Center where they 
saved her life. 

“I didn't realize that I was 
drinking because of the sadness 
over not being valued at the Gl 
Forum and l am leaving there with 
nothing after so much effort and 
love for the office. One day I was 
very drunk and I cut my wrists to 
kill myself. After that, I was ad- 
mitted to a psychiatric clinic in 
San Francisco for two weeks and 
now I am under treatment. But 
what is worse is that they took 
away my one and half year old 
baby and they put him in a foster 

home because my child was 
present when I wanted to kill 
myself,” narrated the over- 
whelmed Lidia of only thirty- 
three years of age.

older sisters has rescued her 
nephew from the foster home, but 
Lidia confronts a problem to re- 
cuperate him. Nevertheless she 
has taken steps to correct her emo- 
tional crisis and extreme depres- 
sion; to denounce the aggression 
and mistreatment that the three 
employees and even clients of the 
GI Forum have suffered at the 
hands of Director Cota; and to 
resign her actual employment to 
distance herself from an environ- 
ment of hostility and continuous 
fear of a violent outburst by said 
director. 

“T have to pay the rent, I have 
debts and I have a son. This week 
I have to find other work, and if 
Abel was not there, | would ask 
for my old job,” expressed Lidia. 

The GI Forum was founded 
in 1943. It is an organization for 
Hispanic War Veterans of the 
United States and since its foun- 
dation has established events that 
each time gain greater attendance 
and have ascended in the commu- 
nity with grand cultural identity 
such as: Mexican Flowers and the 
Coronation Dance, Cinco de Ma- 
yo, Mexican Independence Day 
and a scholarship program for 
youth among others. 

Neither Maggie Madueno nor 
Rubi Parra responded to our calls 
to give their version of what oc- 
curred.
